HOW WE GOT THE BUS 


Under the direction of Mr. J. Ray Shelton, a campaign was begun 
last spring to buy an activity bus for W.H.S. The drive was launched by 
a chapel program presented by the male members of the high school 
faculty on ‘’Bus Day.’’ At the close of the program, Freddie Burney, 
president of the Senior Class of 1955, presented a check to Mr. Shelton 
for $300. This contribution was the first to be made and along with 
other donations from various clubs and from the student body, the total 
was raised to $500 by the end of the school year. 

During the summer, ten interested citizens and Mr. Shelton signed 
a note at the First National Bank for $1500. This enabled Mr. Shelton 
and Mr. Fritz Mills to go to Charlotte and buy a former Queen City 
Bus for $2,000, thus having it available when school opened in Septem- 
ber. 

With the help of the Jaycees, Woodmen of the World, American 
Legion, and Civitan Club who either contributed money or services 
toward raising money, the drive was completed before Christmas.
